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‘¢ And they were all filled with the Ho- 
ly Ghost, and began to speak with oth- 
er tongues,as the Spirit gave them ut- | 
terance.”’ Aets 2:4. 


‘And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come they were allwithone ac- 
cord in one place.’ Acts 2:1. 

















‘For they heard them speak with tongues, and magnify God.” Acts 10:46.” 
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a did not want them to be ig- 
Aafts norant confers special honor 
upon the Holy Ghost as he 
writes, ‘“‘And that no man 
can say that Jesus is the Lord, 
but by the Holy Ghost.’’ This 
certainly gives the Holy Ghost 
a prominent position. And 
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Some people may think 
they understand all about the 
gifts, and I’m sure we ought 
to understand them _ better 
than many of us do, for Paul 
at 1Cor, 12:1 says, *“Now con- 
cerning spiritual gifts, breth- 
ren, | would not have you 
ignorant.’’ There is some- 
thing about this subject that 
is not readily seen on the 
surface or surely Paul would 
not have written in this way. 
He seems to show that one is 
liable to be ignorant and yet 
should not be. 

Judging from Paul’s writ- 
ing then we conclude that 
this theme should be studied 
earefully from every stand- 
point. 

The Corinthians had been 
lifted from a low state of idol- 
atry into arealrn of spirituals 
and yet they were in need of 


e instruction which Paul 
made an effort to give. In 
his instructions he made a 
dive beneath the surface and 
then ascended the heights 
and sailed above the zenith 
of the natural understanding 
of man and placed the stand- 
ard in the heavenlies where 
it can only be reached by 
passing over by way of 1Cor, 
2:10. ‘‘But God hath re- 
vealed them unto us by his 
Spirit: for the Spirit search- 
eth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God.”’ 

‘“Butthe natural man _ re- 
ceiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God; for they are 
foolishness unto him; neither 
ean he know them, because 
they are spiritually discern- 
ed.’’ (1Cor. 2;14.) 

As Paul enters the discuss- 
ion of the subject of which he 
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before he enters fully into the 
subject he gives them to un- 
derstand that although the 
gifts may differ one from an- 
other yet they are each one 
given by the-same Spirit. 
Now after he names the 
gifts he takes the human body 
to use as an illustration. 
Although the body is one 
body yet it is composed of 
many members, viz. hands, 
feet, eyes, ears, nose, ete. 
Notice he is writing specially 
to explain these nine gifts of 
the Spirit and when he has 
shown that every one must be 
recognized and have its place 
in the body, the church, 
(Col. 1:24.) he adds, ‘‘So 
also is Christ.’? The chureh 
is spoken of as the body of 
Christ of which He is the 
head (Eph. 5:23. ), and as he 
had aperfect body when walk- 
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ing the shores of Galilee so 
before the church will be the 
perfect body of our Lord she 
must have all these nine gifts 


in perfect operation. Until 
this is the case the church has 
not fully developed, or in a 
state of deformity. 

It is an absurdity for a 
church to claim to be God's 
chureh and ignore these nine 
gifts and never try to acquaint 
themselves with them nor 
seek for their demonstration. 
‘‘Now  coneerning © spiritual 
gifts brethren, I would not 
have you ignorant,’’ sounds 
on down the line to us today. 

Many who claim to be 
members of Hischurch oppose 
the least manifestation of 
these gifts which proves that 
they are really against the 
Hoiy Ghost, and yet Paul de- 
clares that no man can say 
Jesus is Lord, but by the 
Holy Ghost. 

There is adepth here that 
will not be fully known with- 
out the aid of these gifts. 
There is much truth that is 
hidden and will never be re- 
vealed without the aid of these 
gifts. Jesus told us that when 
the Holy Ghost. came He 
would guide us into all truth, 
but if we refuse His plan for 
guidance He is under no ob- 
ligation to do it. It is His 
plan to use these gifts as a 
means to unfold mysteries, 
but if we do not receive them 
we, like all othergenerations, 
will live and die and still re- 
main in ignorance concerning 
the hidden things that are 
placed within our reach if we 
anly press into the realm 
where these gifts will be real- 
ized. 

In the church in the wild- 


erness the Urim and Thurium 
was used to obtain truth and 
revelation from God. Through 
the use of this peculiar in- 
strument God’s will was ob- 
tained. By the use of this 
David obtained information 
that made him able to escape 
from Saul when Saul was bent 
on his destruction. It was 
used also to obtain inform- 
ation from God that led David 
and his men te great victories 
over their enemies. It is not 
at all surprising that God 
would provide something bet- 
ter for us in these days of the 
Holy Ghost, so we have the 
better things in the bestowal 
of these gifts of the Spirit. 

Listen, First, the Word. of 
Wisdom, Second, the Word of 
Knowledge, Third, Faith, 
Fourth, Gifts of healing, 
Fifth, Working of Miracles, 
Sixth, Prophecy, Seventh, 
Discerning of Spirits, Eighth, 
Divers kinds of Tongues, 
Ninth, Interpretation of Ton- 
gues. With such an equip- 
ment of power and stratagem 
we will be invincible. 

Without this equipment we 
are meeting with defeats and 
shipwrecks. Divisions, fanati- 
cism, false teaching, ruin and 
wrecked lives of many who 
once had a good experience 
are lying in heaps by the 
road side. With the above 
artillery in action much of 
this would be avoided. 

No wonder Paul said we 
should not be ignorant of 
these gifts. They are too use- 
ful tobe ignored. This world 
will never be evangelized 
without them. 

If, as many seem to think, 
they are of no value, why 
should Paul have mentioned 









them? Andwhy should he 
have said he did not want us 
to remain in ignorance of 
them. Ah, brother, they are 
indispensable in 


battle we are 


this great 
now waging. 
And we dishonor the giver if 
we remain sluggish and le- 
thargic toward them as if we 
did not appreciate them orthe 
giver either. 

Paul surely had in mind 
that people would become un- 
appreciative and negligent 
about these gifts and their 
use for hear him as he says, 
‘But covet earnestly the best 
gifts.’ (1Cor. 12:31.) 

The word ‘‘Covet’’ means, 
**Kar- 
nestly” means, ‘“‘In serious 
reality, Zealous.  Eager.”’ 
This also teaches us that these 
gifts are not easily obtained, 
although they are gifts. It 
means earnest hard work to 
reach them. This is the main 
reason they are so little dem- 
onstrated. It costs an effort 
to get them. It is easier to 
pass over them into what 
people understand is the 
more excellent way. (1Cor. 
12:31.) 

But they are still in ignor- 
ance of the gifts and pass on 
into deception for they think 
the next chapter shows the 
‘more excellent way’? when 
they are in such a state of ig- 
norance that they don’t un- 
derstand what Paul is trying 
to teach them and will never 
know if they remain in ignor- 
ance of the gifts. 

After Paul gives a little 
lesson on love he again makes 
mention of the need of the 
gifts. ‘‘Follow 


‘“Exeessive cdesire,’’ 


after love; 


yet desire earnestly spiritual 
(1Cor. 14:1, R. V.y 


gifts.’” 
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This does not look like love 
is the ‘‘more excellent way”’ 
and is to take the place of the 
gifts. Yes, it is all mght to 
follow afterlove, but still press 
on into the realm where the 
gifts will he manifested. When 
the gifts are manifested and 
by the use of them the breach- 
es healed up and perfect unity 
restored until, ‘“The multitude 
of them that believe are of 
one heart and of one soul and 
great grace upon all, then will 
be revealed the *‘More excel- 
lent way.’’ 

Because of a lack of push 
and energy in throwing off 
ignorance concerning spirit- 
ual gifts, by giving our atten- 
tion to the study of them, 
and lazying along and not 
coveting earnestly until they 
are fully realized, treasures 
are hidden and lying dormant 
that should be uncovered and 
put into use for the benefit of 
mankind. ‘‘O the depth: of 
the riches both of the wisdom 


and knowledge of God! how 
unsearchable are his judg- 


ments, and his ways past find- 
ing out!’’ (Rom. 11:33.) 
“Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have enter- 
ed into the heart of man, the 
things which Goa hath pre- 
pared for them that love him. 
But God hati: revealed 
unto us by his Spirit: for the

The devil is enraged 
against God, and he is trying to de- 
stroy God's Kingdom by working 
through wicked men to bring 
offences (or occasions of stumbling) 
to every child of God. Some times 
offences wili come within our own 
ranks; for instance, one will get 
cold and indifferent, it is not very 
hard for the devil to get that one to 
tell, or repeat something hard on 
some humble child of God, perhaps 
it is a young christian, not having 
experience on that line as older 
ones have, they let loose and go to 
the bottom again; so Jesus says 
*‘take heed to yourselves.” ) 


ENCOURAGEMENT 5—6. On 
seeing what it was going to take to 
stand, itseems as though the dis- 
ciples felt a little discouraged and 
cried out ‘‘Lord increase our faith.’’ 

Faith brings every thing. It brings 
salvation, it brings grace to stand, See 
Rom. 5:1. But Jesus gives them to un- 
derstand that they can have a mustard 
seed faith, ever getting stronger and in- 
creasing. It is encouraging to know 
that we can get closer and closer to Jesus, 
and enjoy such sweet relationship with 
Him. 

But let us as v. 7—10 warns us be very 


careful when mustard seed faith begins 
to grow that we don’t get lifted up in 
spiritual pride.
